This will let the w ater 
into hundreds of square miles, includ­ 
ing the town of Alexandria, Mo. 
The 
inhabitants there are preparing for 
an overflow of the entire town to a 
depth of several feet. 


The corn crop in the flooded dis­ 
trict is all m ade and w heat is in the 
shock and as a result the farm ers 
will lose all their year's work.

l o s s from the overflow at nearer 
$4.noo.ooo hetween Keokuk and H anni­ 
bal. 
It is believed the Illinois levee

and M ississippi rivers are rising faster 
as night progresses. Late reports show 
that, half the country for a distance of 
30 m iles betw een LaG range and H an­ 
nibal was already tinder w ater long 
before the crest of the flood arrived. 


H annibal, Mo., July 18.—The flood 
conditions on Bay island and the bot­ 
tom lands betw een H annibal and W est 
Quincy are alarm ing. 
Bay Island con­ 
tains about 10.000 acres of cultivated 
land, upon which are the finest crops 
of w heat and corn, but the entire isl­ 
and is subm erged except a few ele­ 
vated spots, to the depth of from one 
to six feet. 
The estim ated loss on 
this island alone is $25,000. 


The stage of the river a t 9 o’clock 
tonight is 14 feet and six inches, one 
foot and six Inches above the danger 
line. 


The river has 
continued 
to rise 
slowly all day and according to 
the 
official report sent out by the w eather 
bureau there is to be a fu rth er rise of 
two feet, which will inundate all the 
lowland in the M ississippi bottom and 
will even test the Snipe levee. 
Th’e 
dam age by the high w ater cannot be 
estim ated but it will probably reach 
$500,000.

’ TA L K S OF IR R IG A T IO N . 


S p e c if to th e Gazette. 


D enver,. July 21.—Mr. F. H. Newell 
who cgmes to Colorado to investigate 
the irrigation problem and to plan for 
the beginning of the irrigation oi the 
w est as provided for in the recent ir­ 
rigation bill passed by congress, ad ­ 
dressed the C o m m e r c ia l club 
on 
the 
subject today. 
He spoke as follows: 


“I am now visiting the local hydro- 
graphers in the western states and te r­ 
ritories, conferring w ith them regarding 
questl0ris of policy mid stirring them 
up to 
active 
field work." 
H ere Mr. 
Newell took 
occasion 
to speak very 
highly 
of 
Local M ydrographer A. L. 
Fellows and the good work he has ac­ 
complished for the government. 


‘'I shall visit all cur hydrographers 
and shall spend the entire sum m er in 
the west, but my principal exertions 
will be in the direction of securing the 
co-operation of the solid business men 
of each com m unity 
I am not asking 
for subscriptions, but 1 want the people 
to realize the I m p o r t a n c e of the estab ­ 
lishing, a t as early a day as possible, 
the great reservoir system contem pla­ 
ted by the government. 


"It is strange, but it seems to me that 
the people of the west are harder to 
convince of the im portance and actual 
necessity of the work we have under­ 
taken, as compared with the ease with 
which eastern people are made to u n ­ 
derstand the rartieiila’- " “"'I' °f th^ir 
section of the country. 


“Down in Portland. Me., for instance, 
a talk of half an hour was all th a t was 
necessary to 
convince the 
board of 
trade of that city that som ething de­ 
volved upon that body and there was 
an im m ediate subscription of $500 m ere­ 
ly to supplem ent o\tr work in stream 
m easurem ent to determ ine the amount 
of available w ater power. 


"I am doing all I can for forestry, 
for the reason that the best reservoirs 
will probably be located in forest re­ 
serves and the care of one interest is 
as im portant as the protection of th° 
other. 


"As to s i t e s 
for reservoirs, I 
will 
make no recom m endations at all. till 
1 have fully investigated the w ater­ 
sheds of favorable locations, the nature 
of the soil and the surroundings gen­ 
erally. and particularly the attitu d e of 
the people of each com m unity w ith re­ 
gard to the proposed reservoirs. 


The aid of public spirited citizens 
everyw here is not only most desirable, 
but well nigh Indispensable, There m ay 
be questions of distribution which the 
laws of the state will not touch: there 
will be disputes over rights of way and 
various other questions into which we 
cannot enter. 
It is such troubles as 
these that we expect the citizens of the 
com m unity 
to 
adjust. 
We 
can. 
of 
course, 
institute 
condem nation 
pro­ 
ceedings where it is desirable, hut in 
m ost cases the 
1 rouble and 
expense 
would be out of proportion to the a d ­ 
vantage to be gained, hence the pro­ 
ceedings will not be undertaken. If the 
citizens, however, are sufficiently im ­ 
bued w ith a knowledge of the value 
and im portance to every interest of the 
state these reservoirs will be. they will 
get together and sav to Uncle Sam, -Go 
on and build the reservoirs. 
We will 
take care of incidental disputes.' 


"The fact is, we are not going around 
adjusted local troubles and settling ex­ 
trav ag an t claims. 
We want the solid 
business men of the country to stand 
between us nnd these probable, yes, I 
may say, alm ost inevitable difficulties. 


"I shall go to Cheyenne tomorrow and 
thence to other parts of W yoming and 
afterw ard to M ontana, and will prob­ 
ably be in Denver again in August. 
In 
the m eantim e 1 
hope 
every broad­ 
minded m an in Colorado will give bifc 
mind to the great proposition the gov­ 
ernm ent has in hand and will learn to 
consider it. as 1 do. the m ost im portant 
work of the age. and will give to rt£

Mr. Newell was asked at the real es­ 
tate luncheon today w hat would be the 
prospects for reservoir '’onstruction on 
the P latte river under the ne%v irrig a­ 
tion law.

Tim es are good 
in the west, in spite of the beef trust. 
The farm ers get m ore for their cattle 
and higher prices for their cereals. 


“But on other principles aside from 
silver, the west has not changed. 
We 
adhere to the original principle of De­ 
mocracy, although the country is fast 
d rifting aw ay from all its old moorings. 
The m ain trouble is the departure from 
the original form of 
governm ent.

F ourth of July oration of 10 years ago 
will not fit today.’’ 


Mr. Shibley, who drafted the outline 
of the new party , said: 


“I have been engaged for years in the 
effort fo establish the referendum , not 
as a p arty issue, b u t as an essential to 
m ajority rule.

Ham burg. July 21.— The steam ship 
Prim us of H am burg, w itlj 185 passen­ 
gers on board, w as 
cu t in two' and 
sunk by the tug H ansa, on the river 
Elbe at 12:30 o’clock this m orning. 


So far as is ascertainable about 50 
persons 
were 
drow ned. 
T hirteen 
already have been recovered. 


The Prim us w as an excursion steam ­ 
er from Buxtehude, province of H an­ 
over, Prussia. 


The disaster occurred betw een Blan- 
kenez and N ienstdtcn. 
Among the 
passengers wore the m em bers of the 
Eilbeck Male Choral society. 


At the tim e of the accident, the P ri­ 
mus was crossing the river channel 
near Blankenez from the southern into 
the northern fairw ay. 


According to w itnesses aboard the 
H ansa. the m ovem ent w as m ade 
too 
precipitately. 


The Prim us struck the tug's engine 
room and the H ansa endeavored to 
push her ashore, but the tug ground­ 
ed and the ships parted. 
T he Prim us 
then sank. 


In the interval, however, about 50 
of her passengers w ere able to reach 
th e Hansa by m eans of ropes 
and 
ladders. 
Seventy m ore w ere picked 
up by the 
tug's boats 
w hile others 
swam ashore. 


A terrible panic th a t occurred on the 
Prim us w hen the H ansa struck her 
rendered the efforts to save h er pas­ 
sengers alm ost useless. 
F ortunately 
the steam er Dolphin cam e up im m edi­ 
ately and succeeded in saving 60 of 
those on board the sinking steam er, 
w hile other boats 
assisted in 
the 
w ork of rescue. 


Some of the survivors furnish graph­ 
ic descriptions of the aw ful sudden­ 
ness of the disaster. 
A ccording to 
th eir story, the band was playing and 
m any couples w ere dancing on deck 
when the crash of th e collision cam e 
like a thunderbolt. 
The vessel 
gave 
a g reat lift, h er deck taking such an 
angle th at it w as im possible for the 
passengers to keep th eir feet. 
Those 
below' scram bled up the companion- 
ways, but m ost of the persons in the 
saloon w ere drow ned. 
Men fought for 
th eir own safety regardless of oth- 
prs 


In the m idst of the confusion the 
boilers exploded, adding to the hor­ 
rors of the scene and m any persons 
are said to have been injured by fly­ 
ing splinters of m etal. 
More of the 
P rim u s’ passengers would have been 
saved by the ropes throw n from 
the 
H ansa had it not been th a t before 
those who seized the ropes could be 
hauled on board they w ere pulled from 
th e lines they had grasped by other 
persons struggling in the w ater, and 
all w ere drowTied in the hideous con­ 
fusion. 
T his 
m orning 
enorm ous 
crowds poured out from H am burg to 
th e scene of th e d isaster and the shore 
was 
thronged 
w ith 
thousands 
of 
friends and relatives- of those aboard 
the sunken steam er who had com e in 
heartrending anxiety to learn the fate 
or1 th eir friends who w ere am ong the 
excursionists. 
M any sad scenes w ere 
w itnessed as the bodies of those lost 
w ere w ashed 
upon 
the 
beach 
or 
brought ashore by divers. 


It is asserted th a t divers have al­ 
ready recovered 45 bodies but as yet 
it is im possible to verify tile death 
list. 
An attem p t will im m ediately be 
m ade to float th e vessel and w hen this 
is done it is believed m ore bodies will 
be found. 
E stim ates of the .num ber 
of dead vary from 50 to 60. 


A large num ber of the survivors 
w ere injured, though not seriously.

CAUSED A W RECK. 


Fowler, July 18.—At about 8:45 a. ni. 
today a fast freight w as wrecked on 
the S anta Fe three miles w est of town. 
The train passed through Fow ler Just 
after the m orning passenger and fol­ 
lowed it rapidly, as it w as a light train 
and a heavy engine, and had but 14 
m inutes to reach Nepesta, where it 
was to meet the eastbound passenger. 


There were only 10 cars in the train.

Great Railroad Epoch. 


The beginning of the second half of 
1902 sees the railroads of the United 
States cross the 200,000 mile line. Con­ 
struction during the past six months 
was not especially active, though it was 
larger than last year’s corresponding 
time, but the total which had been 
reached by the end of 1901 was so near 
the 200,000 mile mark that that line was 
certain to be 'passed long before 1902 
neared its close. It is only by compar­ 
ing this mileage with that o f some of 
the rest of the great countries that the 
American people can fully realize the 


! tremendous 
development 
which 
has 
taken place in this field in their own 
land. Figures of railroad activities for 
the world at large are not very trust­ 
worthy, but taking those which are 
•most recant and reliable, the United 
States is seen to be far ahead of any 
other country. Germany has about 32,- 
000 miles of main track; Russia, 29,000;. 
France, 27,000; Austria-Hungary, 23,- 
000: Great Britain and Ireland, 22,000, 
while no other European country has 
as many as 10,000 miles. All of Europe 
has about 175,000 miles of road, or con­ 
siderably less tjian the United States, 
while the entire world's mileage is ap­ 
proximately 500,000, of which the Unit­ 
ed States furnishes two-fifths. 


All 
this 
railroad 
construction has 
come in about tw’o generations of time. 
When John Stevens, in 1822, got a char­ 
ter from the Pennsylvania legislature to 
build a railroad from Philadelphia to 
Columbia, on the Susquehanna (which 
was never built), somebody asked one 
of the Pennsylvania papers, ‘‘W hat Is 
a railroad, anyhow?" 
The editor gave 
it up, but said that "perhaps some oth­ 
er correspondent cam tell.” 


It was only 74 years on the Fourth of 
July since work was started on the 
construction of the first of America’s 
great roads; it is only. 51 years since 
the waters of the w est at Lake Erie 
were first reached by through rail from 
the Atlantic coast, and as recently as 
Appomattox there were only 32,000 miles 
of main track In the whole country, as 
compared w ith -200,000 miles now.—(St. 
Louis Globe-Demochat. 


AIRSHIPS AT WORLD’S FAIR. 


Rules Governing the Contests for tha 
$100,000 Prize and the Minor 
Prizes. 


World's Fair Grounds, St. Louis, July 
12.—The rules and regulations to govern 
the airship tournaments at the World's 
fair will be published in pamphlet form 
with diagrams of the course in a few 
days. The contest is for alr-shlps, bal­ 
loons and kites. Of the $200,000 appro­ 
priated there will be a first prize of 
5100,000, also minor prizes. 
There will 
be no limit to the number of competi­ 
tors. 
The balloons and airships m ust 
carry one passenger each and the com­ 
petitor must have made a trip of not' 
less than a mile with a machine similar 
to the one entered In the contest. The 
entrance fee Is $250. which will be re­ 
funded when the entries'appear on the 
day of the races. 
The entire course 
must be traveled three tim es at a speed 
of not over 20 miles an hour. 
The 
course will not be less than ten miles 
QOr more than 15 miles In length. T h e ’ 
contests will take place between Juri9 
1, and Sept. 
30, 1904.

In 1900 Mr. Bryan retained his hold upon the 
party, and was even more com pletely defeated than in 
1896. 
The electoral vote in his favor was derived alm ost 
entirely from the southern states, the ring-ridden cities 
of the north, and from those w estern states in which a 
fusion upon false issues still prevailed. 


The defeat of Mr. Bryan in 1900 was, in the general 
opinion, conclusive as to the judgm ent of the A m erican 
people upon the doctrines w ith w hich he was identified, 
as well as upon his personal candidacy, 
it m ay be true 
th a t Mr. Bryan still com m ands the support of the great 
m ajority of those who cast th eir vote for him in 1900, 
hut it is practically certain that. it is im possible for 
him or his principles to receive the support of a ipajor- 
ity of the people of tbe T'nited States, either in congress 
or in the electoral college, and so long as the D em ocratic 
p arty is controlled by Mr. Bryan, and its platform s w ritten 
by him self and his friends, it has not the slightest hope 
of success. 


It is these facts that have led to a m ovem ent for 
D em ocratic reorganization, and naturally enough, those 
D em ocrats who have been opposed to Mr. Bryan, some 
of them even To the extent of a tem porary desertion 
from the party ranks, have taken the lead in the m ove­ 
m ent. 
U nfortunately, however, for the party w elfare. 
Mr. Cleveland and his friends have a record of failure 
and of popular disapproval that 
is only slightly sur­ 
passed by that of the B rvanites.

W ere th ere not a pretty general belief th at the R epublicans have an 
excellent chance to win, candidates would not be so num erous, and this 
is in itself a m ost hopeful sign. 


B ut even m ore im portant in its bearing upon the R epublican chances 
for this fall is the indication of a general belief th at a fair chance is to be 
given to all candidates, th at no boss o r gang; is going to dictate the nom ina­ 
tions, and th a t the vote of a convention whose m em bers are freely chosen 
by the? people will determ ine the com position of the ticket. 


C hairm an Fairley of the state com m ittee, and C hairm an Lowry of th e 
A rapahoe county com m ittee are already on record as having declared ag ain st 
any rin g or caucus rule in the com ing conventions, and th ere should be 
no attem p t on the part of anyone to fix up a slate or to determ ine in advance 
of the conventions who shall be th e ir nom inees. 
W hile w ell-posted R epub­ 
licans are not disposed to question th e ir sincerity, both these chairm en w ould 
do well to shun the federal office-holding crowd w hich is boasting th a t it 
controls th eir actions. 


Republicans generally a re glad to know th at th ere are so m any excellent 
candidates available. 
The m ore, the b etter; and all R epublicans who feel 
th a t 'thoy can serve tiie state &nd the party and add lo th e cnances of R e­ 
publican success by having th e ir nam es on th e ticket, should n o t h esitate 
to m ake the fact Unow’u. 
N ot all of them can be placed on the ticket, to be 
sure, but all will loyally give th eir support to the tick et approved by th e 
conventions, provided th at this selection is the resu lt of th e unim peded ju d g ­ 
m ent of the people and free from any tain t of gang rule or boss dictation. 


SUCCESSFUL DIPLOMACY.

FRENCH econom ist has figured out th a ' i-i the 
course of five years the annual production of 
gold for the w orld will am ount to $ 4<*0.000,000, 
and he discusses w hat the effect of this increase 
will be on business and on property values. 
He estim ates 
the total am ount of gold in the world as ten billions, 
but th at is a question on which authorities differ and 
one alm ost im possible of satisfactory settlem ent. 
The 
annual production is the im m ediately practical question. 
At present the year 1S99 holds the record for am ount 
of gold produced, but the outbreak of the Boer w ar prac­ 
tically stopped m ining in the T ransvaal and caused its 
production to fall from $80,000,000 to $8,000,000. 
W hile 
there was an increased output in the United S tates and 
C anada of nearly $15,000,000 in 1901 com pared w ith 1899, 
there was a net decrease of $51,000,000 in the w orld's 
production. 
But with the resum ption of m ining in the 
T ransvaal, as a result of peace, the old rate of produc­ 
tion should be equaled or even surpassed, and we are 
confronted 
w ith 
the 
question 
how can we absorb it 
all and w hat effect will this great stock of gold have 
on values? 
Will the value of gold decrease and the 
price of everything m easured in gold increase? 


The Freheh authority thinks not: he believes th a t 
any probable increase will be offset by grow th of popu­ 
lation. by the necessities of an expanding com m erce and 
by the adoption of the gold standard by countries now 
using paper and silver. 
He explains how gold distributes 
itself: first it passps into the hands of the w orkm en 
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who provide the necessities of the m ines, such as m achin­ 
ery and powder, then to the capitalists who own them 
in the form of profits. 
T hus a large part of the gold 
comes quickly to the banks and to the stock m arket. 
In the banks it has the effect of increasing the am ount 
of floating capital and so low ering the interest rate; on 
the stock m arket it raises the price of fluctuating values 
represented by listed stocks. 
A nother result of this 
influx of gold is the stim ulation of the m arket for luxuries 
such as new houses, 
furnishings and 
objects of 
art. 
and a roptirli-.' inn o f its recent attitude.

command the support of a large nun'ber of D em ocrats.

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the prospects for Dem ocratic reorganization would be 
much m ore unfavorable than they now are. RUt jf the 
sources of M \ B ryans support in luou arc analyzed, 
it is evident that there arc only a few voters upon whom 
ne can depend in his present position. 
C ertainly the 
southern D em ocrats arc not devoted to his person or 
to his particular principles. Tam m any in New York and 
the sim ilar organizations in other cities m erely adopted 
Bryanism as a tem porary cloak or banner. 
Only in a 
few of the w estern states is there any real and sincerc 
devotion to the principles of Bryanism , and even in 
those it is a question as to w hat strength Mr. Bryan 
will be able to com m and in a crisis. 


The best chance of success for the D em ocratic party 
would be to find som e new question of param ount im ­ 
portance to the American people upon which it could 
appeal to them 
for their support under leaders not 
directly identified with any of the dead issues of the 
past. 
U nfortunately siich an issue does not exist. 
If 
th e R epublican party should place itself in the wrong 
upon one of the new er questions, the D em ocrats would 
have an opportunity. 
The attem pt, is being m ade to use 
the tru st question, and the question of ‘ im perialism " 
in this way. but so far. the R epublican party appears 
to have a b etter record upon both of these m atters 
than the D em ocrats, and there is no opportunity for 
them to appeal to th e voters to drop old differences 
and unite in saving the country from the tru sts or 
from the im perialists. 


From th is analysis of the political situation, it would 
appear th a t the D em ocrats have no prospect of getting 
a m ajority in th e com ing congressional elections, and 
this is adm itted generally by the D em ocrats them selves. 
It would also appear th a t unless the D em ocrats succeed 
in reorganizing the party, and in finding new issues 
and leaders generally y.cceptable,, they have not even 
th e beginning of a good cam paign for 1904.

EV ERA L of the leading R epublican papers of Colo­ 
rado, notably the T ellurido Journal, are advocat­ 
ing a long state cam paign.

and fo r th e people to form an intelligent opinion of them . 


T h e com ing cam paign prom ises to be one of the 
m ost in te re stin g a s w ell as one of the m ost im portant 
recorded in th is state. 
It is a critical tim e in our public 
affairs. 
T h ree congressm en are to be elected, and in 
choosing th em th e people of C olorado will be called upon 
to decide w h e th e r th e y w ill exert th eir political Influence 
in th e ■ R epublican'party in behalf of such m easures and 


lation of business and the spirit of enterprise in seeking 
new ventures: 
they are the h arv est tim e of th e pro­ 
m oter. 
The conclusions of this French econom ist are 
draw n on a large scale and refer to the world-wide effects 
on capital and business. 
T hat they are scientific and 
true wculd seem to iie proved by our local experience. 
\ th the influx of gold from Cripple Creek. 
T he float­ 
ing capital in tne banks was largely increased by new 
deposits: the fluctuating values of the stock exchange 
were inflated by speculative dem and and business en ter­ 
prises stim ulated; the m arket for luxuries w as stim u­ 
lated as our rich m ining men built and furnished new 
homes and lived on a m ore extensive scale than form erly. 


But. w hatever the effect of the increasing gold supply 
m ay be on values, it. is certain that, the search for and 
m ining of the precious merai will go on w ithout ceas­ 
ing. 
A too great supply of gold is a very rem ote danger. 


WHAT SECRETARY VILAS SAYS. 


H E R E certainly can be no b e tte r m easure of diplom atic success th an 
to get w hat one w ants. 
T he production of an im pression, th a t is 
to say. m aking the o th er m an believe th a t one’s nation is great, 
w ealthy or powerful, or th a t a certain king is particu larly gifted 
along a certain line, is an aid tow ard the accom plishm ent of tho desired 
result, but certainly there can be no doubt th a t the resu lt itself is of m ore 
im portance than the m eans by which it is obtained. 


T here are two kinds of diplom acy, the new and the old. 
T he diplom at 
of th e old school was trained to conceal his purpose and th e real reasons 
for it. 
His effort was to m islead and to confuse thoBe w ith whom he had 
to deal, in the hope th a t in som e m om ent of carelessness or aberration the 
point m ight be gained. 


T he diplom at of the new school is entirely different. 
H e states his object 
frankly and openly and relies upon argum ent to secure the result. 


B ut there is a m ore essential difference betw een the new school of 
diplom acy and the old than a m ere question of procedure. 
The old diplom acy 
was the product of a political state of affairs in w hich each nation w as trying 
to prosper and to extend its dom inion a t the expense of its neighbors. 
T he 
natural condition was w ar. 
Peace 
was 
the 
interval 
betw een w ars, 
and 
diplom acy the preparation for m ore w ars. 
T he purposes of one nation w ere 
pretty certain to be antagonistic to those of another, and the reasonable 
m ethod of seeking to attain them w as by deceit, trickery, th re a ts and m is­ 
representations. 


As com pared with this diplom acy of m ilitarism , the new diplom acy is 
distinctly com m ercial. 
It rests upon the assum ption th a t international deal­ 
ings should be for the benefit of both parties to th e transaction and th a t 
a good bargain w orks both ways. 
T he purpose of th e new diplom acy is an 
exchange of benefits, or co-operation tow ards a common object, and its 
natural m ethod is a direct, frank and explicit statem en t of the object sought 
and the reasons by which it is supported. 


A good illustration of the new diplom acy is to be found in the negotia­ 
tions betw een the U nited S tates and the papal authorities now being brought 
to such a conspicuously successful term ination. 


U nder the old method the first assum ption would have been that the 
views and interests of W ashington and of Rom e m ust necessarily be dif- 
JeVeni and ihostile. 
The real facts in the case w ouid have been carefully 
concealed, the nurnose of the American governm ent would have, been m is­ 
represented and skillful liars and cheats would have been sen t to Rom e for 
the purpose of trying to cheat the church au th o rities into giving us som e­ 
thing they did not wish to give and Som ething different from w hat we pre­ 
tended to w ant: 
Had the A m erican diplom ats gone to Rome in a w such 
spirit they would have received w hat they gave and the resu lt would have 
been much less favorable to us. 


But instead of th at the A m ericans took it for granted th a t the settlem ent 
of the dispute over the friars’ lands would be to the in te re st of the C atholic 
church as well as to th a t of th e A m erican governm ent. 
T hey stated plainly 
jthe( so rt of a settlem en t they w anted, and th e reasons why they believed 
it would be a good thing for all concerned, and they obtained w hat they 
w ent after. 


And so Europe gets an o th er exam ple of the A m erican diplom acy, w hich 
is hot, as som e suppose, a new m ethod for g etting the b etter of the other fel­ 
low, but m erely a com m on-sense and business-like way of getting together 
w ith the other fellow for the common good.

R outt county jail and' had been recap­ 
tured by a. p arty headed by tht* sheriff 
of Rotu tt county. 


He 
brought 
Tracy 
through Glen­ 
wood to take him to the Pitkin coun­ 
ty jail at. Aspen and decided to be 
on the safe side by keeping him here 
over night. 


This is one Jail from which Tracy 
did not break out, but his captors took 
no chances w ith him. He w as brought 
in heavily ironed and the m anacles 
were not rem oved during the night. 


Sheriff Adam s has a photograph of 
T racy which w as furnished him when 
the latter subsequently broke jail a t 
Aspen. 
The picture and the accom ­ 
panying description show’ the convict 
to be a very strongly built m an of 
medium height. 
He has a haj-d cruel 
m outh and the eyes are deep set and 
have an expression of cunning. _ I t is 
said th at there are nine or ten" m ur­ 
der charges pending against him. most 
of them for killings 
during 
his jail 
breaking escapades. 


Tracy w as an old-tim e resident of 
Eagle county, having lived for a num ­ 
ber of years a t Gilman where he was 
employed by W illiam N othlngham in 
his tim ber camp. 
lie has relatives a t' 
Gilman yet. 
He was generally con­ 
sidered as a bad man, but never got 
into any serious trouble while oh B at­ 
tle m ountain. 
From there he drifted 
to the 
"Hole in the W all" 
country 
where he killed a stockm an for which 
he w as arrested and taken to H ahn’s 
Peak for safe-keeping. 
He broke jail 
and the next m orning the sheriff fol­ 
lowed him by stage. W hen only a few 
miles from town, the stage w as held up 
by Tracy who compelled the driver to 
bind and gag ihe sheriff, who w as the 
only passenger, and drive him a num ber 
of miles into a desolate country. Here 
he left the coach w ith both* driver and 
the sheriff inside, bound hand and foot. 
He mounted the best horse in the team 
after supplying him self w ith the sher­ 
iff’s am m unition and rode off. 


A few days later he w as surrounded 
and captured by a posse of cow punch­ 
ers who turned him over to the authori­ 
ties of P itkin county for sate keeping 
in the jail a t Asp6n. H ere T racy m ade 
his escape by Seating up the jailer. He 
cleared his pursuers and m ade his way 
to the coast w here he got into the pres­ 
ent trouble.

An 
option was taken by them sbm e three, 
m onths ago and since then they have 
been operating th e m ine, and although 
it. will be several m onths before the 
option expires, the developm ents w ar­ 
ranted the tak in g up of the bond, 
which practically am ounts to $450,000.

Denver,'. July 21.—Mr. F. H.. Newell 
who cfltnes. to Colorado to investigate 
the ifriga,tion problem and to plah for 
the beginning of the irrigation of Tthe 
west as, provided for in the recent .Ir- 
rigation.,.'bill passed by congress, ad- 
dressed the Commercial club on, the 
subjebt ;today. He spoke as follows: 
"I am Wow visiting the local hydro- 
graphers in the western states and ter- 
rit6riesi- conferring with them regarding 
quesMCms of policy and stirring them 
up to active field work." -Here Mr. 
Newell took occasion to speak very 
highly of Local Hyclrographer A. L. 
Fellows and the good work M has ac- 
complished for the government. 
"I shall visit all our hydrographers 
and shall spend the entire summer in 
the west, but my principal exertions^ 
will be In the direction of securing the 
co-operation ot the solid business men 
of each community. I am not -asking 
for subscriptions, but I want the people 
to realize the Importance of the estab- 
lishing, at as early a day as possible, 
the great reservoir system contempla- 
ted 'by the government. 


"It is strange, but it seems to me that 
the people of the west are harder to 
convince of the importance and actual 
necessity of the work we have, under^ 
taken, as compared with the ease with 
which eastern people are made to un- 
derstand . the particular needs of their 
section of the country. 


"Down in Portland. Me., for instance, 
a talk of half an hour was all that was 
necessary to 
convince the 
board of 


trade of that city that something de- 
volved upon that body and there was 
an immediate subscription of $500 mere- 
ly to supplement our work In stream 
measurement to determine the amount 
of available water power. 
: 


I am doing all I can for forestry, 


for the reason that the best reservoirs 
will probably be' located in forest re- 
serves and the care of one interest is 
as important as.the protection of the 
other. 


"As to (sites ,Jor reservoirs, I 
will 
make no recommendations at all, till 
I have fully investigated the water- 
sheds of favorable locations, the nature 
of the soli and the surroundings gen- 
erally, and particularly the attitude of 
the people of each community with re- 
gard to the proposed reservoirs. 


"The aid of public spirited citizens 


iverywhere Is not only most desirable, 
Jut well nigh Indispensable. There inay 
if questions of distribution which the 
laws of the state will not touch; there 
will;be disputes over rights of way and 
various other questions Into which we 
cannot enter. 
It Is such , troubles' as 
these that we expect the citizens'of,the 
community to adjust. We can, of 
iourse, institute condemnation pro- 
ceedings "where it Is desirable, but in 
most cases the trouble and' expense 
would be out of proportion to "the ad- 
vantage to be gained, hence the pro- 
ceedings will hot be undertaken; If the 
citizens, however, are sufficiently Im- 
bued, with a knowledge of the value 
and Importance to every Interest of the 
state these reservoirs will b'e, they will 
get together and say to Uncle Sam, 'Go 
on and build the reservoirs. We will 
take care of incidental disputes.'."" 


"The fact Is, we are not going around 
adjusted local troubles and settling ex- 
Tav^gant claims.

He informed' a Sun reporter to- 
day that there was little illegal slaugh- 
tering t)f 'game being done just now, 
which is a matter of congratulation, as 
the game animals in this the greatest 
game section of the continent, are rap- 
Idly disappearing, and it will be but 
a few years until the sight-of an-ejk, 
deer or antelope will be a novelty. Mr. 
Allison takes the ground that the leg- 
islature' at its next session should pro- 
hibit the Hilling at any 
time of our 


game animals for a period of five years 
at least. He says there is plenty left 
to restock the country and that acfion 
must riot be .delayed too long. Only a 
few years 'ago Mr. Walllhan of Routt 
county se'cured a photograph of ,600- elk 
in one band; such a/thlng would now 
be impossible. Mr. -Allison 
says he 


would favor a, close season all the year 
jountf for a-'long term of "years so that 
the range's • might be inhabited as of 
yore by the countless herds of elk, deer 
and -antelope, 'which form a beautiful 
arid .inspiring Bight to the traveler and 
loyer of nature. These animals, says 
the'sarne" warden, are absolutely harm-

. American voter generally, in the Democratic party as 


^ Well as in others, is an intelligent anrt reasonable being 


who wants to know what and whom he is voting for. 


This explains why it is necessary for the Demo- 


cratic party '.to accomplish the work of reorganization 


' before it can' have any hope of gaining control of na- 
tional affairs. 


In 1896 the Democratic convention at Chicago m&dc 


a radical departure from the previous political principles.j 
of the party. 'Up to that time the main issue had been 
the tariff. The failure ot the Cleveland administration, 
and the hard times that had come upon the country 
made it evident that something new and radical was the 
only hope for the party. As a result of the situation, Mr. 
Bryan was able to secure the nomination, and there was 
Written in the platform the doctrine of free silver and 
the other tenets of what has come to be known as Bryan- 
ism. 
In 1900 Mr. Bryan retained his hold upon the 


party, and was even more completely defeated than in 
1896. 
The electoral vote in his favor was derived almost 


entirely from the southern states, the ring-ridden cities 
of the north, and from those western states in which a 
fusion upon false issues still prevailed. 


The defeat of Mr. Bryan in 3900 was, in the general 


opinion, conclusive as to the judgment of the American 
people upon the doctrines with which he was identified, 
as well as upon his personal candidacy. It may be true 
that Mr. Bryan still commands the support of the great 
majority of those, who cast their vote for him-in 1900, 
but it is practically certain that it Is impossible for 
him or his principles to receive the support of a major- 
ity of the'people of the United States, either in congress 
or in the electoral college, and so long as the Democratic 
party Is controlled by Mr. Bryan, and its platforms written 
by himself and his friends, it has not the slightest hope 
of success. 
. 


It is these facts that have led to a movement for 


Democratic reorganization, and naturally enough, those 


• Democrats who have been opposed to Mr. Bryan, some 


of them even to the extent of a temporary desertion 
from the party ranks, have taken the lead In the move- 
ment. 
Unfortunately, however, for the party welfare, 


Mr. Cleveland and his friends have, a record of failure 
and of popular disapproval that is only slightly sur- 
passed by that of the Bryanites. The popular memory 
is a short one, but the impression made upon it by 
the Cleveland hard times of 1893 io 1896 was deep 
enough to be lasting, and for every accusation or sneer 
that may be thrown against Mr. Bryan, a counterpart 
may easily be found ready for service against Mr. Cleve- 
land.

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SUCCESSFUL DIPLOMACY.

Whatever may be said against Mr. Bryan and his 


principles, it- is the firm belief of the great majority 
or- Americans that he is honest arid sincere in his beliefs, 
and that he really would rather do and profess what he 
believes to bo right, rather than to win success by a 
sacrifice of his political convictions. It ]s this sincerity 
of Mr. Bryan and this devotion to his principles that1 


gives, the strength to his present position. 
He prob- 


aflly realizes that he has no hope of political preferment 
in a reorganized Democracy, but that does not affect 
the truth of his proposition, tliat the Democracy can- 
not be turned over to the control of the Cleveland .and 
Hill men without a sacrifice of its political principles 
and a repudiation of iis recent attitude. 


If it was certain that Mr. Bryan would he able to 


command the support of a large number of Democrats, 
the prospects for Democratic reorganization would be 
much more unfavorable than they now are. _But if the 
sources of Mr. Bryan's support in 1'JOO are analyzed, 
it is evident that there''are only a few voters upon whom 
he can depend In his present position. Certainly, the 
southern Democrats are not devoted to his person or 
to his particular principles. Tammany in New York and 
the similar organizations in other cities merely adopted 
Bryanism as a temporary cloak or banner. 
Only in a 


few of the western states is there any real and sincere 
devotion to the principles of Bryanism, and. even in 
those it is "a question as to what strength Mr. Bryan 
will'be able to command in a crisis. 


The best'chance of success for the Democratic party 


would be to,-flnd some new question of paramount im- 
portance tb the American people upon which it could 
appeal to them for their support under leaders not 
directly identified with any of the dead issues of the 
past.' Unfortunately sUch an Issue does not exist. If 
the Republican party should place itself In the wrong 
upon one of the newer questions, the Democrats would 
have an opportunity. The attempt is being made to use 
the trust question, and the question of ' imperialism" 
in'this way, but so far, the Republican party appears 
to have a better record upon both of these matters 
.than the Democrats, and there is no opportunity for 
them to appeal to the voters to drop old differences 
and unite in saving the country from the trusts or 
from the imperialists. 


From, this analysis of the political situation, it would 


appear that the Democrats have no prospect of. getting 
a majority in the coming congressional elections, and 
this is admitted generally by the Democrats themselves. 
It would also appear that unless the Democrats succepd 
in reorganizing the party, and in finding new issues 
and leaders .generally r.cceptable,. they have not even 
the beginning of a good campaign for 1904. 


THE INCREASING GOLD SUPPLY. 


FRENCH economist has figured out that in the 


course of five years the annual production of 
gold for the world will amount to $400.000,000, 
and he discusses what the effect 'of this increase 


will be on business and on property values. He estimates 
the total amount of gold .in the world as ten billions, 
but that is a question on which authorities .differ and 
one almost impossible of satisfactory settlement. 
The 


annual production is the immediately practical question. 
At present the year 1899 holds the record for amount 
of gold produced, but the outbreak of the Boer war prac- 
tically 'stop_ped mining in the Transvaal and caused its 
production'to fall from $80,000,000 to $8,000,000. While 
there was an increased output in the United States and 
Canada of nearly $15,000,000 in 1901 compared with 1899, 
there was a net decrease of $51,000,000 in the world's 
production. But with the resumption of mining in the 
Transvaal, as a .result of peace, the old rate of produc- 
tion should be equaled or even surpassed, s and we are 
confronted with the question how can we absorb it 
all and what effect will this,great stock of gold have 
on values? 
Will the .value of gold decrease and the 


price of everything measured in gold increase? 


The Frehch authority, thinks not;,-he .believes that 


any probable increase will be offset by growth bf.; popu- 
lation, by the necessities of an expanding commerce and 
by the adoption of the gold standard by-countries now 
using paper and silver. He explains how gold distributes 
itself; first it passes into the hands of the workmen 
and employes In the form- of wages, then to the people 
who •provide the necessities of the mines, such-as machin- 
ery and powder, then to the capitalists >who own them 
In the form of profits: Thus a large part'6f; the gold 
cortes quickly to the banks and to the stock-market. 
In the banks it has the effect 'of increasing the amount 
of floating capital and so lowering the interest rate; on 
the stock market it raises the price of fluctuating values 
represented by listed' stocks. 
Another result of this 


influx of gold is the stimulation of the market for luxuries 
such as new houses, furnishings arid objects of art. 
Periods of increasing gold supply are marked by stimu- 
lation of business and the spirit of enterprise'ln seeking- 
new ventures; they are the harvest time of;the pro- 
moter. The conclusions of this French economist are, 
drawn on a large scale and refer to the world-wide effects 
on capital and business. 
That they are scientific and 


true wculd seem to iie proved by our local experiencfti 
\..th the influx of gold from Cripple Creek. ' The"float* 
ing capit'alin tae-banks was largely .increased, by ne;w- 
deposits; the fluctuating values of the , stpcjc^.exchange 
were inflated by speculative demand and,business .enter- 
prises stimulated; the market for luxuries was-'stimu- 
lated as our rich- mining men built and furriished .new 
homes and lived on a more extensive scale than formerly. 


But whatever- the effect of the increasing gold .supply 


may be on values, it is certain that the search'' for and 
mining of the precious metal will go on without ceas- 
ing. 
A too great supply of gold is a very remote danger. 


HERE certainly can be no better measure of diplomatic success than 


to get what one wants. The production of, an Impression, that is 


, .to say, making the other man believe that one's nation 'Is great, 


wealthy or powerful, or that a certain king is particularly gifted 


along a certain line, is an aid toward the accomplishment of tha desired 
result, but certainly there can be no doubt that the result itself is of more 
importance than the means by which it is obtained. 


There are two kinds of diplomacy, the new and the old. The diplomat 


of the old school was trained to conceal his purpose and1 the real reasons 
for it. His effort was to mislead and to confuse those with-whom he had 
to deal, in the hope that in some moment of carelessness or aberration the 
point might be gained. 


The diplomat of the new school is entirely different. He states his object 


frankly and openly and relies upon argument to secure the result. 


But there Is a more essential dliterence between the new school of 


diplomacy and the old than a mere Question of procedure. The old diplomacy 
was the product of a political state of affairs in'which each nation was trying 
to prosper and to extend Its dominion at the,expense of its neighbors. Th'e 
natural condition was war. 
Peace was the Interval between wars,'and 


diplomacy the preparation for moreawars.. The purposes of one nation 
pretty .certain to be antagonistic'to those of another, and the reasonable 
method of seeking to attain them was by deceit, trickery, threats and mis- 
representations. 
'

As compared with this diplomacy of militarism, the new diplomacy is 


distinctly commercial. It rests upon the assumption that international deal- 
ings should be,for the benefit of both parties to the .transaction and that 
a good bargain works both ways., The purpose of the new diplomacy is an 
exchange of benefits, or co-operation towards a common object, and -its 
natural method/is a direct, frank and explicit statement of the object sought 
and the reasons by which it Is supported. 


A good illustration .of the new diplomacy is to be found in the negotia- 


tions between the United States and'the papal authorities now being brought 
to such a conspicuously successful termination. 


Under the old method the first assumption would have been that the 


views and interests of Washington and of Rome must necessarily be difj 


and (hostile. The real facts, jn the case would have, been carefully, 


concealed, the-'purpose of the American government .would have been mis- 
represented and-skillful liars and cheats would have been sent to Home, for 
the purpose of trying to chea't thg jcfiurch authorities into giving us some- 
thin? they did not" wish to give anq 'B.pmethlng different from ^what we pre- 
tended to-wantr""Had the American* £lplomg,ts gone to Rome^ In an#r such 
spirit they wotfld -have received what'they gave and the result would liaAfa 
been much"less-favorable to us. 
- 


But instead of that the Americans took It for granted that the settlement 


of the dispute^' over the friars' lands would be to the interest of the" Catholic' 
jchurch.as v/eU as'.-to that of the American government. 
They stated .plainly 


ijthei sort of-a settlement they wanted, and the reasons .why they iSbliey^d 
it would be a good thing for all concerned, and they obtained what they 
went after.

Four years ago we made, a tiotable 
stride towards social service in ',ap- 
pbintingr'a committee to study the vari- 
ous conditions surrounding the wage- 
earning woman and child. This com- 
mittee was-. In no sense animated by 
the spirit of the reformer or social doc- 
tor; It appreciated too keenly Us lack 
of information. It therefore very wisely 
devoted its first efforts .to collecting the 
necessary data In the premises and dis- 
tributing the: same for the information 
of club women generally. In-this way 
we have gained some acquaintance 
^rith the conditions referred to, and for 
the past two. years have directed our 
efforts accordingly to their arnellpr- 
fion or cure. 


Without entering Into details, I will 
say that this work has been advanced 
along constructive lines and by peace- 
ful measijireB. We have not sought to 
stir up bitterness and strife between 
employers and. employed, but rather .to 
strengthen .their mutual good faith and 
feeling. We have kept particularly in 
mind th'e teaching of these economists 
•who are -.telling us of "a new unit of 
pfoduction in labor;" that men and 
yypmen can actually produce more and 
leer things- when they are healthy, 
flligent, cheerful, hopeful, than when 
thpy :arfe mere weary, worn-out, list- 
lefs, lifeless machines. The alert man- 
ufacturer, of today is figuring this new 
unit into his calculations, and he Is 
fjjet coming to realise that the thou- 
sand's he may Invest In making more 
tollable and happy the lives of his 
employes pome back to-him in very 
tangible form, and' in ever-increasing 
raHo. 


One important effort of this com- 
mittee has been directed to the end that 
working women may more generally 
understand^ in the light of the- failures 
as Wejl as the' successes of working 
men, the splendid and Increasing gains 
to be obtained from Intelligent organi- 
zation. We found the wage-earning 
woman poorly, adjusted to her environ- 
ment, with the demands of life press- 
Ing so heavily Upon her as to leave 
little or no time to' discuss ways and 
means to batter things. Brought ln,tp 
sharp competition with organized men. 
and made sensibly to feel that she was 
an unwelcome intruder in the economic 
field, sh.e has offered so far only a fee- 
ble resistance to the slings; and arrows 
of outrageous fortune. We must be- 
lieve that under the influence of Mrs". 
Florence Kell^y, the able chairman of 
this committee, we have largely real- 
Ued on our'eKorts in this direction and 
that the organisation 
of laboring 


Women is aljread.y well under way and 
promising success. 
This way also be said of that other 
work no", less important,—the em^ncl- 
patton qf children from overwork and 
........— -^Valiny Curing their early 


with Mrs. Irene Macfayden comes to 
nind,, a woman who has' worked In- 
.elllgently and successfully in the South 
n arousing public sentiment in behalf 
of the factory child. I asked her what 
she considered the mbBt necessary work 
,o be done by interested women along 
this line. Her reply was that there 
were absolutely no statistics relating 
o the subject; that women can do no 
better work than to gather and system- 
atically arrange facts concerning the 
wages and conditions of.<;hild labor in 
the. mills; inquire into the nature and 
causes of illness and the percentage of 
children erf joy ing normal health; also 
What per cent, of these .operatives are 
children of widows and what of idle 
parents; what Is the family wage; how 
long are children worked at night; are 
they given any lunch; and how are 
they kept awake. In some mills it is 
found, that when 
children become 


drowsy over their work,, cold water Is 
dashed in^ their, .faces, pr they are al- 
lowed to dip snuff. 


Touching these suggestions I am sure 


It will occur to all of us that the occa- 
sional effort to entertain and feast fac- 
tory children Is of srnall moment com- 
pared with the good tbat may be ac- 
cphiplished by an intelligent study of 
the conditions that produce such tragic' 
results, and a zealous effort towards 
their speedy removal. 
.Another suggestion I will make is 
that working girls' clubs might be vis- 
ited by club women and Information 
given them as to the laws governing 
their protection. As it stands, the girl 
is flow obliged to appeal to the Inspector 
for Information, and he • is not always 
a disinterested informant. 


The work of the educational commit- 
tee'also claims our attention, and Us 
efficient chairman, Mlas Sabin, has 
given us reason to rejoice Jn the belief 
that club women are still goins forward 
In the crusade for better schools and 
enlarged privileges for women in all 
fields of education. Thdre is scarcely 
a.atate that does not blossom under tlia 
disinterested and systematic efforts of 
club women for tho advancement ot 
educational work. 


In'this connection it gives me much 
pleasure to acknowledge here a recent 
invitation from President Harper, ask- 


tally and morally, she will begin to un- 
derstand that it is her buolneps to help 
arid better every condition to which her 
children may be exposed.

Everywhere 
he enlarges upon the necessity of train- 
ing to meet the exigencies of politics. 


Now, vast numbers of women .realize 


tho necessity for some sort of. trainintf 
in the home for :their children; They 
believe that right must triumph.in the 
end; that rectitude and/exactitude are 
splendid weapons with, which to equip 
them. But comparatively few. women, 
have any conception of the neefls of 
life bfeyond the shelter of the four.-walls' 
in which they live,.

Denver, Colo.. July 22, 1902. 


The first three days .were warmer 


than normal, especially Tuesday, when 
leadings of IflO degre-s or higher were 
general,"except In elevated districts". For 
the latter-half of the week the mean 
temperatures were from 7 degrees to 10 
degrees below the seasonal average. 


Showers have been frequent in Malts 


all districts, but in only a Tew localities 
has the total amount for the week ex- 
ceeded .50 of an inch. The drought is 
unbroken in Las Animas and Huerfano 
counties, and only one shower has been 
reported from Custer county. 
Local 


showers, generally light, have occurred 
in San Luis Park. . 
Showers have caused a general im- 


provement !n crop conditions, except In 
extreme southern districts, where the 
drought remains practically unbroken, 
and vegetation Is almost beyond, recov- 
ery. 
The rainfall has not>bee,n suffi- 


cient.to make much improvement iri the 
water supply, which is still very.inade- 
quate. All gf-ain crops are 'light; har- 
vesting arid threshing are, in progress. 
Corn and potatoes ha.ve recovered from 
injurious effects of the hot .winds early 
In the \veelt. The. second cutting of al- 
falfa is generally light. .Many.-.ranges 
are in poor condition, and copious rains 
are needed to insure satisfactory win- 
ter pasturage. Grasshoppers are num- 
erous along the eastern slope, where 
potato-bugs also are causing damage.
